It is a new position 
whose main purpose is to coordinate the work of our correspondents 
in Hamburg, Hanover, Dtlsseldorf, Frankfurt, Stuttgart and \funieh. 
The greatest part, of my work is practically the same as in Berlins 
gather their material, sort it, correct or rewrite it for publica- 
tion. The advantage of my position in Frankfurt is that I am 
better informed about what the reader is most interested in and 
which problems are most urgent. I' have teletype links to most of 
our men and with Berlin and I can tell the boss in Berlin lyhat 
should be emphasized and how they can best present Berlin affriirs 
to the reader in the West. It is not part of my job to go to 
press conferenced etc. and write articles, I do this only 
occasionally in my spare time. In Frankfurt, I am ray ovm boss, 
responsible only to Berlin. I like the work but I do not like 
living away from Berlin and I hope I can arrange it so that my 
working periods in Berlin are longer 'than those in Frankfurt. *’
